Somebody invented the slogan that we entered the late 
world war to help win “the war to end war!” 

Whoever it was who said this first, either deliberately | 
lied or was carried away by his imagination to such a point | 
of enthusiasm for that war that he no longer could reason 
correctly. This applies to all others, who in 1917 and 1918) 
grabbed on this slogan to justify our entrance into a war, 
which we should have stayed out of.

It is now nearly seventeen years since that war ended 
with the Armistice of November 11, 1918. How much did | 
it do to end war? Look at Europe where that war centered. | 
Can anybody see any indications of any end of war? | 


Instead of there being any signs of any ending of war, 
the various nations of Europe are preparing feverishly for | 
the next conflict. In Europe, Germany is again arming to try | 
again to accomplish what it tried, but failed to bring about | 
by the world war, which ended so disastrously for Germany | 
and which now stands out in bold relief as having ended | 


almost equally disastrously for the Allies, who won the war, | 


but who nevertheless lost about as much as did the losers. 


Anyway the world war that raged from 1914 to 1918! 
was most anything but a “War to End War.” | 

Look at the five large continents of the earth. Europe is | 
quivering with fear of war breaking out most any moment. | 
In Africa, preparations are in progress to resist the invasion | 
of the Italians, while a large fraction of Europe and the rest | 
of the world, as well, are saying, or, if they don’t say it, | 
they are thinking something like this: “Go to it Mussolini. | 
Take the country of the Ethiopians away from them and we | 
will join in with you in exploiting it and its people after. 
you have conquered them.”’ In Asia, Japan is slowly and 
stealthily, but surely extending her dominion over China, | 
evidently dreaming of a day when she can drill the Chinese | 
into soldiers to fight her future wars against Russia. In South | 
America, the nations have been fighting against one another. | 
As soon as one war is ended another war starts and most of | 
the time several wars are in the making. In North America | 
alone can it be said that a spirit of peace between the Domin- | 
ion of Canada and our forty-eight states and territories actu- | 
ally exists between the governments and the people who 
inhabit the North American continent. But even we are still | 
cursed with plenty of war jingoism. 

Practically every war that is brewing today is even now | 
raging as a commercial war. Trading groups, banking and_ 
money lending groups are seeking advantages in foreign | 
nations to enable them to enlarge their field of operations. | 
When they cannot force their way by economic pressure at 
their disposal, they call on such governments as they partially | 
or wholly control to resort to war to compel the people of | 
unruly nations to submit to them and their plans for taking | 
advantage of them. | 

When the peoples of earth get the idea of letting every | 
country make it as easy as possible for all of their own! 
people to provide for themselves out of the resources of their 


own country, instead of robbing the people of weaker nations | 


to let a select few in their own nation enrich themselves, the 


chief cause of modern wars will be eliminated. 


The surest war to end war is to remove the causes of war. 


BY WHAT RIGHT DO WE OWN LAND? 


After our forefathers first took the land of the North 
American continent away from the Indians at the point of 
death-dealing weapons, we passed through an epoch of doling 
out free lands to settlers under the homestead laws. 


Just why the people of one generation should be priv-| 
ileged to get land originally stolen from the Indians for noth- | 


ing, while their children and their children’s children have 
to pay an enormous price for it or go without, is one of the 
many conundrums facing us in real life today. 


There never yet was invented any way by which people | 


can take their riches with them, when they die. This being 
so, by what process of reasoning does any human being have 
any more moral right to own land than he is allowed to own 
the air or the ocean? 

All people breathe the air on pretty much the same terms 
without fighting about it. The same is true of the use of the 
ocean. But when it comes to land, which is so essential to 
human life, ownership is not only permitted and tolerated, 
but the chief use and purpose of present day government is 
to help those who have the title to lands to use that legalized 
method as the means with which to take advantage of and 
collect tribute from those who need to use that land to live. 

Would it not be a better arrangement for future and even | 
present generations, if no human beings were allowed to 
own any land, but that all human beings would be protected | 
in their right to use land, as needed, as long as they lived, 


much as they are now permitted to breathe the air and use 
the ocean?

Indianapolis Labor Opposes 
Taxicab Service Extension 


Representatives of the motor coach 
employes’ union in Indianapolis, Ind., 
joined with officials of the Indian- 
apolis street railway in opposing an 
ordinance calling for an increase in 
number of taxicabs permitted to oper- 
ate in the city. The ordinance, pre- 
sented to the common council by the 
taxicab owners, provided that the 
present allotment of 185 taxicabs be 
increased by 30. 

Union officials told the common 
council the local taxicab system had 
really been transformed into a 
“jitney” service in competition with 
the street railway system and that 
the cab companies paid their em- 
ployes starvation wages running as 
low as $7 and $8 weekly, while the 
street railway paid living wages.

The minimum prices are paid for 
the ‘reserve percentage,” which is 
that portion of the raisins bought by 


packers fron: producers and imme- 
diately available for use by the 
packers. The “reserve percentage” 


of the raisins bought by packers is 
turned over to the control board and 
temporarily withheld from regular 
marketing channels,
